Alfaifa Has Been Grown From Time 
Imimemortal 

Alfalfa has been grown in Persia 
(Tran) from time immemorial and !s 
perhaps the oldest forage plant in 
the world. It was brought from 
| Persia to Greece in 500 B.C., and has 
| since spread all over the hemispheres, 
i It was introduced into Spain by the 
| Arabs In the 7th century A.D. Most 
| authorities agree that the name al- 
|falfa is a Spanish version of the 
|Arablan word  Alfacfacah. which 
| means “the best sort of fodder". 
| Other scholars attribute the origin of 
the name to the Arabian word Al- 
‘chelfa, meaning “that which grows 
after something else,’ and is a name 
generally applied to plants which 
thrive after the spring growth has 
disappeared, That would signify the 
ability of the plant to grow during 
the hot summer, or perhaps it might 
refer to the plant's power of produc. 
ing many crops during a season. 
However, it is generally considered 
that the Alfacfacah derivative is the 
correct one, because in the 15th cen- 
tury the Spanish Alfalfa was identl. 
filed with the Arabian Alfacfacah 
Fray Pedro de Alcala, a promi- 
nent specialist in the Arabian lang- 
uage 

In Europe alfalfa is always called 
Lucerne. The origin of this word ia 
uncertain. It has nothing to do with 
the state of that name, be- 
cause the plant was used long before 
the plant was known in Switzerland, 
Nor is it likely the name Lu- 
cerne as applied to alfalfa was de. 
rived from the Lucerna valley in 
vnorthern Italy.
